THIS MATTER having come on regularly before the undersigned judge of the above- 
entitled Court; and the Plaintiff, K.H., acting by and through Michael Pfau and Vincent Nappo, 
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and the Defendant, State of Washington, Department of Children, Youth, and Families 1 acting 
by and through Robert W. Ferguson, Attorney General, and Jonathan E. Pitel, Assistant Attorney 
General; and these parties having made a stipulation pursuant to RCW 4.92.150, without any 
admissions of liability, settling and compromising this action against the Defendant and allowing 
for dismissal of this action with prejudice against the Defendant, and it appearing to the Court, 
after a review of the files and records herein and statements of counsel in open court, that the 
sum of One Million Seven Hundred Thousand and No/100 Dollars ($1,700,000.00) is a proper 
and just settlement to be paid by the Defendant, State of Washington, to the Plaintiff; and the 
Court being fully advised, now, therefore, 

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED That the Plaintiff, K.H., shall have judgment against the 
the Defendant, State of Washington, Department of Children, Youth, and Families for the total 
sum of One Million Seven Hundred Thousand and No/100 Dollars ($1,700,000.00). Reasonable 
fees and costs found by the court shall be deducted from these gross amounts. Additionally, any 
liens, subrogated interests, or outstanding medical bills of which Plaintiff’s counsel has actual or 
constructive notice prior to court approval of this settlement shall be resolved out of these gross 
amounts, and defendants shall have no liability for any such liens, interest, or bills. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED that neither party shall 
recover against any other party their respective fees, costs, nor interest herein. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED that, pursuant to the 
provisions of RCW 4.92.160, the Defendant, State of Washington, Department of Children, 
Youth, and Families, shall pay to the clerk of the above-entitled Court the sum of One Million 
Seven-Hundred Thousand Dollars ($1,700,000.00) for the benefit of the Plaintiff herein and that 
upon receipt of said sum the clerk thereof shall forthwith dismiss this case with prejudice, satisfy 

1 Functions performed by the Children’s Administration within the Department of Social and Health Services 
(DSHS) were transferred, along with all liabilities, to the Department of Children, Youth, and Families (DCYF) 
on July 1, 2018. Plaintiff has made no allegations of wrongdoing against any other agency or administration 
within DSHS, and the parties intend that this release applies to all of Plaintiff’s claimed injuries in this matter 
against the State of Washington and any of its agencies.
